Cree-Planting 


Mr. Dermod O’Brien’s suggestion that 
trees should be planted along the road- 
sides in order to humanise the rising 
generation, and to correct the habit of 
doing damage, is a good one. 

There is, however, an aspect of this tree 
business which may not have been con- 
sidered. Young and delicate trees donot 
always thrive when they are planted ; they 
must be cared for. I notice that some of 
the young trees planted along new roads in 
the Dublin am sow get much less care 
than they need. 

I know, indeed, one householder who 
looks after two of the trees in front of his 
house, but he knows how to treat the 
plants. Other people might destroy them, 
which would mean waste of time and 
money. 

They do things better in Germany. 
Young trees, when planted, are protected 
from the strong rays of the sun, and the 
roots are tended several times every year 
until the plants show signs of becoming 
sturdy trees. Somehow. I think that the 
Dublin Corporation, or the Government, 
would shudder if the suggestion was made 
that instructors should hold suburban 
classes to show residents how to grow 
young trees.

heard or some distinguished musician 
would play.’ I hope the short visit from 
Mr. Robert Irwin will have some influence 
in bringing baek to Dublin the social 
leader who will revive the artistic atmo- 
sphere, which seems td have gone with the 
new régime. There is still as much pros- 
perity and display of wealth, and much of 
the money dispensed in entertaining—or at 
least an jntinitesimal sum-—might be 
allotted for the musicians. London 
hostesses are still patrons of the arts and 
eagerly seek to bring out the clever artist. 
It is not so long ago when well-known 
Dublin families were famed for their desire 
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to introduce a brilliant pianist or singer, 
Now we have iost Mr. Irwin, like so many 
charming singers; and can one blame the 
artist for seeking that praise and acclama- 
tion—** the poet’s' best reward ’’—in fields 
afar? There is a great. opportunity just 
now foy the clever hostess to make her 
drawingroom the rendezvous of something 
more than at present and play an impor- 
tant part.in a musical and literary revival 
in the city. 


Creating an Atmosphere 


The late Lady Lavery had the art of 
creating an atmosphere which is absent 
from most of our Dublin parties. She 
used to say that, when Sara Allgood ar- 
rived, and sang some of W. B. Yeats’s 
hallads or some old folk-songs, she could 
make her party. To-day most of our 
social functions might be held in any city 
hut Dublin. so eager are we to imitate 
what we have discovered across the water 
m the ordinary party of the common- 
place. This is not, worthy of Dublin and 
its traditions, We are the greatest 
gossips in the world, and there is still 
the art of conversation preserved in the 
nid city, but one does not find this at 
the usuagl cocktail party; it is too 
‘liffased, and there is not sufficient free- 
dom. People flit from one group. to an- 
other, and—just meet. There is little 
nriginality or ease at most of our func- 
tions, and we are drifting to the arti- 
ficial, which is not distjnctive. of Dublin. 


A Two-Sessions Parliament 


The proposal to hold a great Exhibi- 
tion in Dublin in connection with the 
Tailteann Games in 1940 has aroused a 
good deal of discussion and interest in 
all cireles, The Tailteann Games were 
the most important event in old Ireland, 
The Parliament met at the same time 
as the Games, which were as important 
as the legislative assembly. From all

This was very wise government, and one 
might learn a lesson from these old law- 
makers, In the two sessions of Parliament 
the nation joined, and was happy in 
taking part. 


T.D.s at Home 


It would be interesting to see how a two- 
session Parliament would sueceed. to-day. 
In a small island like -ours one might 
imagine that it might be a great success. 
As it 1s, our T,D.s get quite long holidays 
from Leinster House—much longer than 
in any other country, Instead of Dublin 
being the centre of government, the 
Parliament coyld be held wherever the 
Tailteann Games were to be played. That 
would give our T.D.s the opportunity of 
working at home on the land, or at their 
business, where they would not be dis- 
turbed, and where they would be closely 
in touch with the sentiments in the 
country, as is impossible when they live 
in Dublin. It would mean a revival of 
gaiety and sociability which we have lost. 
When Queen Tailte established her 
funeral games she wished the people to 
make the event the occasion for rejoicing, 
and it grew to a magnificent spectacle of 
the nation’s life, art and industry. 
Instead of our T.D.s studying to take 
degrees in law—which seems the neces- 
sary passport to preferment—they would 
go back to the land; our writers would be 
closer to the soil, and our artists a valu- 
able part of the Irish countryside. 


A Gaelic Chair 


His many friends will miss Dr. Myles 
Dillon when he sails for the United States 
to-morrow to establish the new Chair of 
Celtic Studies in the University of Wis- 
consin. A few weeks ago we noticed 
the publication by Dr. Dillon of a book 
whith he edited’ from the Sanscrit, on the 
Indian drama, Now our distinguished 
scholar, who was the Lecturer in Celtic 
Philology in University College, Dublin, 
has aceepted the offer from Madison, 
Wisconsin, and is looking forward’ to his 
new life.

The Ceremony 


The ceremony began at nine o'clock with 
the blessing of the exterior walls; then 
His Lordship knocked thrice on the church 
door and asked admittance. Father Burke 
opened the door and allowed the Bishop to 
enter.

On passing into the building Dr. 
McGrath proceeded to bless the walls, and 
the ancient ceremony took place of tracing 
letters of the Greek and Latin alphabets 
in ashes on the floor, signifying the union 
of the Eastern and Western Churches. 
Then the clergy and people were admitted 
to the church, where they witnessed the 
consecration of the altar, relics of saints 
and martyrs being brought in procession. 

Pontifical High Mass was celebrated on 
the newly consecrated altar, which was 
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richly adorned, and the ceremonies con- 
cluded with the singing of Pontifical 
vespers by the Bishop.

The New Building. 


The design of the new church is simple, 
but lofty and dignified; it has been built of 
the local stone of a pleasant green colour, 
the traditicnal building material of the islana 
of Anglesey It has been roofed with smal, 
thick local slate of similar colour. The stone 
dressings of doors, windows, quoins, etc., are 
of local white limestone. The plan comprises 
narthex, mave, aisles, apse, sacristies and 
square tower of massive proportions, with 
choir for religious, also organ gallery.. The 
nave is very lofty, with lofty clerestory to 
provide. ample light for the interior.. The 
ailes are kept low, so as to accentuates the 
vertical-proportions of the nave, the apsidal- 
ended chancel being exceptionally deep for a 
conventual church. As the church has been 
placed midway between the school buildings 
and the convent, these two buildings have 
been connected by an arcaded cloister, with 
open arches on one side and about 90 feet 
in Jength. The total length of the church is 
about 106 feet; the extreme width across the 
sacristies ia 64’ 0”, 

The tower rises to a considerable height, 
and, being on the high hill overlooking the 
harbour of Holyhead, is visible from far out 


at sea. 


The Interior 


The interior is treated in a simple, hat 
effective, manner; the nave and chancel are 
covered by a plain barrel vault intersected 
by the Welsh arches of the long clerestorey 
windows, the aisles being finished with flat 
roofs covered with copper, which is used 
throughout instead of iron or lead, in order 
to avoid the disintegrating or oxidising effect 
of the sea air. The timber work of the in- 
terior is of oak. The high altar is placed 
in the chancel and is covered by a ciborium 
er canopy. The side altars are accommodated 
in small side chapels. The general design 
is based on the Romanesque style, but modi- 
fied to suit modern requirements. The chiet 
features of the front are the tower, with its 
deeply-recessed portal, and the cloister. 

The high altar is of Pavonazza marble, 
relieved with coloured marbles, and is covered 
by a ciborium or canopy supported on four 
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are of bronze gilt. The communion rail is 
likewise of marble, and the gates in the rail 
are of bronze gilt. | 

The Stations of the Cross are sculptured 
groups of statuary mable set in a frame ot 
green marble. 

The windows are filled in with leaded lights 
of simple designs in keeping with the charac- 
ter of the church.

The Nyon Conference 


The Nyon Conference, summoned to de- 
for the suppression of 
Mediterranean piracy, will meet this 
afternoon. Nine nations will be repre. 
sented—Great Britain, France, Russia, 
and six others of comparatively little im- 
portance. In all probability the confer- 
ence, having opened at Nyon, will 
transfer “itself. to Geneva, the more 
natural venue, which has ceased to be 
taboo now that the two Fascist Powers 
have declined to be present. It was to be 
expected that Italy and Germany would 
boycott the meeting. They were disin- 
clfhed from the beginning to attend it— 
inasmuch as Italy, in pursuit of her new

| absence is highly regrettable. A confer- 
ence of Mediterranean Powers without 
Italy is as unreasonable as a conference 
of North Sea Powers without Great 
Britain; and was not Germany the first 
victim of piracy off the Spanish coast? 
We cannot contemplate any great success 
for the Nyon Conference. A system of 
anti-submarine patrols, operated not only 
by Great Britain and France, whose sym- 
pathies are more or less positively with 
the Spanish Government, but also by 
Italy and Germany, who have recognised 
General Franco, would command uni- 
versal respect, and would dispel all 
charges of partiality; but, as things are, 
any police system that emerges from the 
conference will be challenged at every 
step.

‘Eggs and Bacon 


The [Imperial Economic Committee has 
published an important report on the dairy 
produce supplies of last year. During 
1936 the United Kingdom consumed four- 
fifths of the butter in the world’s inter- 
national trade, more than half the cheese 
and eggs, and almost all the bacon. These 
facts demonstrate the immensity of the 
importations to Britain of these com- 
modities, and the exiguity of alternative 
demand Without the British demand— 
without the vast urban population of an 
island which raises so little farm produce 
for itself—international trade would be 
wholly different in character.” Lands 
producing butter, cheese, eggs and bacon 
for export could go out of business. Last 
year the United~ Kingdom imported 
9,750,000 cwts. of butter, valued at 
£44,400,000. Of this enormous quantity 
fifty-three per cent. came from imperial 
sources—a decline of four per cent. on the 
preceding year. Australia suffered un- 
favourable wegther, and its egg production 
fell—to the gain of New Zealand and. of 
lands outside the British Commonwealth. 
The imports from New Zealand were larger 
than ever before, amounting to nearly a 
third of the whole. We must not be taken 
as depreciating the island Dominion’s 
produce” unfairly if we remark that the 
frozen butter of the Antipodes never can be 
as welcome as butter from the dairies of 
Ireland. if only Irish produce be obtain- 
able on reasonable terms. Irish butter, 
fresh and sweet, handled little and need. 
ing to travel only a short distance, is tasty 
beyond its rivals, and 1s rich in food value. 
We venture even to claim that it is the 
best of all butter that England imports. 
The more is the pity that a dispute con- 
tinues to stand in Ireland’s way of her 
natural main share of the market, and in 
the Briton’s way of a wholesome and 
ingredient of breakfast. Of 
importation of cheese, nine- 


delicious 
Britain’s 
tenths are from imperial sources, and most 
of it.is from New Zealand. The total is 
declining—John Bull eats less. cheese. 
Importations of eggs were larger in’ 1936 
than in anyvyear since 1931. Supplies from 
imperial sources fell from twenty-four to 
nineteen per cent. in one year. This was 
due, apparently, to increased competition 
by continental lands in a year of weather 
that was unusually favourable to produc- 
tion in Europe. Here, again, 
reminded that Ireland is not profiting in 
the measure which Nature designs by the 
neighbouring island’s demand. Irish eggs, 
like Irish butter, have ‘tastiness and 
nourishment which come from unrivalled,

rich, natura! conditions. 
eating more eggs than formerly, 
Ireland ought to be exporting more in 
consequence. Bacon imports are controlled 
by quota. Imperial sources now account 
for twenty-four per cent.—the highest 
‘proportion ever recorded. English produc- 
tion increased greatly, but it never can 
keep pace with the demand. It is obvious, 
therefore, that John Bull’s appetite for 
bacon with his eggs ensures yet another 
ever-profitable opening for Irish farmers 
once the trade relations of these islands 
are put on a sane and friendly basis. 
Once again statistics cry out against a 
mutually hurtful dispute.

Andree 


A Norwegian steamer has arrived at 
Trémsoe from an Arctic voyage, bearing 
documents which were found on a remote 
island. A stranded buoy was discovered, 
and in it were pages in the handwriting of 
the, explorer, Andrée, in excellent con- 
dition. The name stirs memories of 
childish excitement in all who were young 
in the ‘nineties, though we suspect that 
not one in a thousand of the new genera- 
tion knows what it connotes. In July, 
1897, the Swedish engineer, Salomon 
August Andrée, started in a balloon from 
Spitzbergen, with two companions, hoping 
to cross the Polar regions by air. The 
balloon was fitted with sails and trailing 
ropes, by which it could be navi- 
gated in some measure. Andrée’s 
plan was to manceuvre the unwieldy 
craft into favourable winds, and so to 
attain to regions which the ice-cutting 
ships and the dog-packs of earlier ex- 
plorers had failed to reach. Nobody knows 
how far he got. A carrier pigeon which 
he released on the second day of the aerial 
voyage brought the last tidings which ever 
came from him until the discovery, a few 
days or weeks ago—the message from 
Trémsoe gives no date—yielded a re- 
minder of the expedition, forty years after 
its loss, Andrée’s adventure stirred the: 
world. _During two years after his flight 
several expeditions went in search of him.

All the greater was Andrée’s heroism, in 
a time when recklessness was not the 
fashion, and: all the greater his sacrifice 
in surrendering ease for almost certain 
destruction. Perhaps, therefore, we are 
right to cherish for the aeronaut with 

bag of gas and a swaying basket an ad- 
miration which we do. not yield those who 
have surpassed him in success. Clumsy 
are the pioneer’s methods. yet his work is 
the most daring and, perhaps, the most 
useful. Andrée was among the leaders cf 
the age, after all, and one of those many 
splendid figures which little Sweden has 
given to the conquest of Nature.

BITTER attack on the world 

Press, including that of Great 
Britain, was made here to-day by Dr. 
Otto Dietrich, the 40-year-old Press 
Chief of the Nazi Party, in an address 
to the Press leaders of the party on 
é The Menace to Peace of the Inter- 
national ‘ Free’ Pres,” | 

Dr. Dietrich is the man chiefly 
responsible for keeping Herr Hitler 
informed on what appears in the 
foreign Press. 

‘The democratic Governments which 
have no authority—those Governments of 
public opinion, as they call themselves,” 
he said, ‘‘ do not dare, or cannot afford, to 
oppose the destructive power of the Press, 
since their own existence is dependent 
upon the Press. : 

“The world, and those nations which 
love peace, have thus remained blind to 
the real enemy of peace, the greatest and 
most dangerous agitator for war in our 
time—the anonymous power of the Press, 
the poisoner of the world's public 
epinion,”’ i 


FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 


Dr. Dietrich described the phrase “ the 
freedom of the Press’’ as ''one of the 
most shameless and mischievous ever 1n- 
vented by the brain of man, in. order 
covertly to serve his own political ends.”’ 

Dealing with the *‘ commercialisation of 
the Press by the Jews,’’ he said: “' Two 
things have determined the development of 
the modern Press-—-news and advertise- 
ments. 

“ Behind the hypocritical mask of the 
‘freedom of the ress,’ and by means of 
these two things, those powers which are 
the cause of ai! that is regrettable, and 
all that has led to the present intellectuas 
and moral trisis in the Press—by these 
means they have penetrated the news 
paper. ... 
“- Since the spread of advertising in 

the Press, the purchaser of a news- 
paper hardly pays for the paper on 
which it is printed. 

“News and information have to be paid 
for by advertising. . . . This development 
opened the door for the influence of the 
Press by money, and provided the inter- 
national Jew with a new and dangerous 
field of activity. 

‘“The second door through which de 
structive forces have found their way into 
the Press,” Dr. Dietrich went on, ‘‘ is the 
developmnent cf the modern machinery of 
news collecting. . . - Through the misuse of 
this machinery the Press lie entered the 
life of the people.” 

Declaring thst all the great news 
agencies of Kurope were founded by Jews, 
Dr. Dietrich singled out’ two—Havas and 
Reuter—which, he said, “ expanded over 
the whole world, and divided it amongst 
themselves.”’ 

“The frightful results became visible 
on the outbreak of war in 1914,” Dr. 
Dietrich said. ‘‘ The whole world was 
flooded with atrocity stories from the 
French and British agencies, and Ger- 
many, with her helpless cry for truth, was 
only heard to a modest extent in a few 
ne‘ghbourtng and neutral States, 

“ Without the news organisations, con- 
trolled by Havas and Reuter, the effect on 
the public of these atrocity stories would 
never have reached the monstrous extent 
which finally forced Germany to her 


knees.”’ 


THE BRITISH PRESS 


Ot the British Press Dr.- Dietrich said 
that the commercial interest of the Anglo. 
Saxon Press, with few exceptions, was 
dependent upon the love of sensation of the 
masses. Thr British Press was completely 
commercialised, and ‘‘ the freedom of the 
Press,” though traditional, was not 
susceptible of practical application, It 
was a deception—sand thrown in the eyes 
of the public There existed few news- 
papers in England to-day outside the big 

roups. 

a any wars have been the work of the 
Press,” Dr. Dietrich declared. ‘‘ In the 
last. war Germany, unconquered by arms, 
was finally beaten to her knees by the 
lying propaganda of the world Press. The 
most victorious general of the Entente 
was, without doubt, Lord Northcliffe.” 

Dr. Dietrich concluded his address by 
offering as a panacea the expulsion from 
the Press of the Jews, “ whose hand is 
behind all this hate.”

HE position of a member of the 

Belfast Corporation, who, prior 

to his election, entered into a contract 

with the Corporation, was before the 

General Purposes Committee of the 

City Council to-day to receive 
counsel’s opinion on the matter, 

At the last monthly meeting of the 
Corporation the Town Clerk directed atten- 
tion to the fact that Vouncillor Gray had 
a contract transaction with the civic 
authority consisting of the purchase of 334 
tons 12 cwts. of refuse paving stones at 
the Beechmount tip between February 27, 
1937, an arch 3, 1937, the amount due 
to the Corporation being still outstanding. 
He pointed out at the same time that, 
under the Application of Enactments 
Order, 1898, this involved disqualification 
from holding office by the person. con- 
cerned, 

Councillor Gray's contention, in reply, 
was that the contract was completed before 
the date of his nomination; that he was 
elected on April 1, and that the account 
was not furnished until the 16th of that 
month. Since his election he had no con- 
tract with the Corporation. 


THE RECOMMENDATION 


At to-day'’s meeting the Town Clerk sub 
mitted the opinion of the three senior 
counsel, who advised that, in the circum 
stances, Councillor Gray was disqualified 
for being a member of the Corporation, 
but. added that, as the disqualification 
arose before Mr. Gray entered the Council, 
and in view of « decision under similar 
circumstances in England, it would be 
better for the Corporation not to pass a 
resolution declaring the seat held by Mr. 
Gray to be vacant. 

The Committee directed that counsel’s 


opinion be reported to the Corporation, 
with an intimation that they (the Com- 
mittee) do not recommend any further 
action to be taken. 

The Committee also directed that it be 
recorded that there was nothing corrupt or 
fraudulent in the transaction which 
Councillor Gray had with the Corporation. 

The Town Clerk further informed the 
Committee that, as directed, he had 
requested counsel to advise as to the posi- 
tion of members of the Corporation who 
inake use of the public utility services, 
such as trams, gas and electric light, which 
are available to the community generally.

NEW STREETS AND NEW

ON the whole, the new traffic by- 

laws merely bring Dublin into 
line with English cities of the same 
size, said Mr. E. J. Mecredy; re- 
tary of the Royal Irish Automobile 
Club, in a discussion yesterday with 
‘“ Irish Times’ reporter. It had 
been recognised for a long time that 
something must be done. 


CARS ON THE STREETS 


Speaking of the parking by laws and the 
suggestion that they should be introduced 
gradually, he said that the trouble about 
that was that so many of the regulations 
nung together. He agreed that there was 
insuthcient provision in Dublin for the 
parking of cars, and that the garages 
could. hold only a very small proportion 
of those which were parked in the streets 
every day. 

Business men would be hit harder by 
the parking regulations than any other 
section of the public. Motorists provided 
the money for the roads, and they should . 
at least be permitted to leave their cars 
on the streets, provided that no obstruc- 
tion was thereby caused. It was the duty 
of the authorities to provide facilities for 
parking. Nothing was being done about 
it, either by the Corporation or by private 
enterprise. 

To ease the pressure of traffic in the 
centre of Dublin, Mr. Mecredy thought 
that new streets and new bridges should be 
provided, and that existing streets should 
be widened. The scheme for the widening 
of the thoroughfares from Liffey street to 
George’s street, for example, should be 
pushed ahead. This really was a matter 
for town-planners working in co-operation 
with traffic experts. 


‘MAIN ROADS TRAFFIC 


Asked if he had any views about the 
traffic by-laws for the Free State, of which 
a comprehensive summary was published 
in the Irish Times a few days ago, Mr. 
Mecredy said a few small points had 
struck him, He thought the rule against 
stopping a car within a hundred feet of a 
gradient was badly phrased, and that what 
surely was meant was that a car must not 
be stopped within one hundred feet of the 
summit of a gradient. / 

He wondered if the hand signal waving 
on an overtaking car was obligatory. If 
it were, and the overtaking car was waved 
on into a collision with another vehicle, 
of which the driver had not previously had 
& view, Was any responsibility intended to 
be attached to the person who gave the 
signal? The rule about traffic on main 
roads having priority at cross-roads would 
be useless until there were signs to in- 
dicate which was the major and which the 
minor road. 

Mr. Mecredy said he thought that 
cyclists and pedestrians should be 
amenable to the traffic laws in the same 
way as motorists. 

Mr. Reynolds, of the Dublin United 
Tramways Company, said that he had not 
yet examined the by-laws with sufficient 
care to discuss them in an interview.

_ Srr,—I must say that I have been greatly 
impressed by the series of articles on Dublin 
traffic problems which have been published 
in your paper during recent weeks.

Ireland waited on Assistant Commissioner

recommendations affecting traffic roundabouts, 
parking, etc., submitted by the Association, 
had been considered and would be adopted 
where practicable; but it was emphasised that 
the authorities would first of all have to have 
actual working experience of the new regula- 
tions. I am satisfied that these officers have 
subjected our traffic problems to a very serious 
study, and that they will be successfu) in 
bringing order out of chaos. Indeed, Super- 
intendent Fleming has amassed a tremendous 
amount of data from traffic authorities of 
many countries, and has visited various cities 
in the United Kingdom and abroad in his 
study of systems of traffic control and regula- 
tion. He is also to be congratulated on the 
arrangements which he has made for “' Safety 
First ” lectures in the schools. 

I am satisfied that the Garda authorities 
are proceeding on the right lines, but, like 
the /rish Times, I feel that their work would 
be greatly facilitated if they were subject to 
one traffic authority only. Here let me say 
that ] am definitely >f the opinion that traffic 
and transport generally have become of 
suf” -ient importance to justify the establish- 
ment of a Ministry of Transport. 

I also feel that, when the new traffic regu- 
lations have been finally approved, there 
should be made available to all road users a 
highway code such as has been printed and 
circulated in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. :

THE WAR IN CHINA

Lhe Times in a leading article to-day 
on the conflict between China and Japan 
remarks:—Perhaps the most significant 
feature of the war so far has been the 
manner in which Japanese policy made— 
or woke up to find that it had made—the 
transition from an unavowed punitive 
expedition in North China to an im- 
provised but comprehensive programme of 
hostilities on fronts extending  inter- 
mittently from Canton to Kalgan. The 
furious assault on Shanghai was launched 
by the naval contingent on tite spot. It 
may, or may not, have been approved by 
the Ministry of Marine in Tokyo; but it 
was certainly not a well considered thrust, 
a blow conceived, planned and delivered by 
hation’s leaders in the nation’s 
interests. It committed Japan irrevocably 
and in the wrong sphere, and it failed to 
justify itself. 

The Chinese resistance at Shanghai has 
been stiff. The Japanese have been obliged 
to convert what should, in their own 
interests, have been at most a sideshow, 
into the theatre where for the present their 
principal military effort is being expended. 

Nor will victory at Shanghai offer any 
important strategic advantages in relation 
to the main theatre of war. This will be 
in the North where six Japanese divisions 
are already in the field. With three or 
four at Shanghai, one still in Korea, and 
five inahenably preoccupied with the 
defence and pacification of Manchuria— 
where a serious mutiny of native troops 
has recently taken place—it will be seen 
that not much is left of Japan’s peace 
establishment of seventeen divisions. The 
majority of the North China force is con- 
centrated against Chinese armies holding 
a well-prepared defensive position, with 
either flank resting on a railway south- 
west of Tientsin. One division, under the 
enterprising General Itagaki, has forced 
the Nankou Pass, taken Kalgan, and is 
feeling its way westwards along the rail. 
way which skirts the Mongolian border. 

Campaigning conditions, adds The Times, 
have been far from ideal from the Japanese 
point of view, and are not due for a 
material improvement for several weeks. 
The summer rains not only impede 
mechanised transport, but limit operations 
in the air by turning every dirt aerodrome 
into a morass. Kaoliang, the local millet, 
which grows to a great height, has proved 
itself—in North China as in Manchuria— 
embarrassingly good cover for a guerrilla 
foe. All things considered, a decisive 
Japanese success on any front is highly 
improbable béfore the late autumn at the 
very earliest, por is it possible to envisage 
any single success which would automati- 
cally end the war.

OPERATING IN THE 
MEDITERRANEAN.

BILBAO, Thursday. 


A statement that the insurgents have 
bought four submarines which are now 
operating in the Mediterranean was made 
by General Queipo de Llano, Commander 
in-Chief of the Insurgent Southern Army, 
in an interview here to-night. 

“It is absurd to hold a Mediterranean 
Conference excluding Nationalist Spain, 
which in a few years will be a great, ages 
nation to be reckoned with when such 
matters are discussed,” said the General. 
who had flown to Santander to visit his 
wife, gravely ill with a perforated stomach. 

Questioned regarding international 
affairs, he declared: “I share Italy's 
indignation at the Soviet Note accusing 
her of sinking Soviet ships. The Soviet 
might also send a Note to us: we have 
four submarines. Neither we nor the Reds 
construct submarines. They buy them. So 
do we. We bought four. They are in the 
Mediterranean.”

REPLIES 


BERLIN AND THE SOVIET 
NOTE

The purport of the German reply was 
given in an official® communiqué issued 
here to-day. The full text, it is under 
stood, will nut be published, as the 
communiqué contains “the essentials of 
the reply.” It is hardly longer than the 
official statement. 

The reply, it is stated, uaturally 
welcomes every attempt to terminate the 
insecurity in the Mediterranean caused 
by civil war in Spain. 

Germany would welcome a conference if 
it succeeded in bringing about an under- 
standing om joint measures between the 
Powers concerned, At the same time, it 
is stated, the German reply recalls that 
when the Government of the Reich some 
months ago requested a similar initiative 
they were confronted with a British and 
French attitude, which is hardly encourag. 
ing for placing confidence in new collec. 
tive agreeménts in this sphere. 

‘The Note complains that, although at 
that time, after the serious attack on the 
German warship Deutschland, a binding 
agreement had been reached about the 
treatment of such questions, nevertheless, 
the British and French Governments, 
after the torpedo attack on the cruiser 
Leipzig, which followed shortly after- 
wards, could not agree to show a minimum 
of solidarity with the German Govern- 
ment. , 


AGREES WITH ITALY 


In determining Germany’s attitude, the 
further fact could not be disregarded that 
the Soviet Government had thought fit to 
raise, with regard to certain incidents in 
the Mediterranean, unproved accusations 
against the Italian Government and to 
make far-reaching demands. 

The German Government agrees with 
the Italian Government that the latter 
Power could not be asked to participate 
in the special conference as planned so 
long as the incident caused by the Soviet 
Note has not found a satisfactory settle 
ment. 

The German Government has suggested 
in concert with the Italian Government. 
that, instead of a special conference, 
the London Non-Intervention Committee 
should be entrusted with the affair. 

It is argued that the Committee’s sphere 
of work is closely connected with the 
question, and its organisation offers oppor- 
tunity, with good-will on all sides, te 
reach a rapid settlement. 


ITALIAN REASONS FOR 
REFUSAL 
ROME, Thursday. 


Count Ciano, the Italian Foreign 
Minister, received the British and French 
Chargés d’Affaires to-day to commun!- 
cate Italy’s reply to the Mediterranean 
Piracy Conference invitation. 

Mr. E. M. B. Ingram and M. J. F. 
Blondel, British and French Chargés 
d’Affaires respectively, called at Palazzo 
Chigi, the Italian Foreign Office, to receive 
the communication. 

The Italian Note, having referred to the 
advisability of the matter being dealt with 
by the London Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee, states :— 3 

‘“1_The Italian Government has fol- 
lowed events in the Mediterranean with 
all the attention which her situation as a 
great Mediterranean Power, directly and 
virtually interested in the security and 
peace of that sea, requires. She, there- 
fore, considered, with a favourable attitude 
the first news which reached her about a 
possible proposal for a conference to dis- 
cuss appropriate measures to remedy the 
present situation, The Fascist Govern- 
ment was preparing to reply affirmatively 
to the proposal. 

“9. But in the meanwhile a new fact 
arose. The Soviet Embassy in Rome on 
September 6 presented a Note, in which, 
basing itself on a completely arbitrary 
chronology of events, it attempted to throw 
on Italy the responsibility for certain 
sinkings of ships in the Mediterranean. 


NEW ELEMENT . 

“This accusation, already firmly re- 
jected by Italy, introduces at the last 
moment a new element into the situation, 
and cannot but change the state of mind 
of the Fascist Government towards the 
proposed Conference.

PRAISE. FOR MEN WHO .. 
RECOVERED BODY 


KILKHLE, Thursday. 
HE inquest on the body of Miss Maura 
Patricia Lynch, St. . Peter's road, 
Phibsborough, Dublin, one of the 
victims of the Kilkee drowning accident, was 
held in Kilkee to-day by Dr, J. M. Hillery, 


Coroner. 


Evidence of identification was given by 
Mr: John Lynch, a brother of the deceased 
woman, who said that, accompanied by Miss 
Rily O'Mahony, the other missing woman, 
his sister went to Kilkee on August 28th. 
She nad never been in Kilkee. before. She 
was a very good swimmer. 

Miss ‘Teresa Ivory, Marine Hotel, stated 
that: Miss O'Mahony and Miss Lynch left the 
hotel on August 31st between 11.30 and 11.45 
a.m., and thet was the last she saw of them. 

Dr. C. C, Hickey, Kilkee, said that in his 
opinion death was due to drowning. The 
marks he found on the body were post 
mortem. 

Capt. M. Ryan, Curragh Camp, stated that 
on the morning of September Ist he dis- 
covered a camera, two pairs of ladies’ shoes, 
two daily newspapers, a handbag and a 
magazine on the rocks four or five ieet above 
the level of the water. A person descending 
the ledge from the place where he found the 
articles would require to exercise a certain 
amount of care on account of a number of 
agged stones and would be in danger of 
ee blown into the sea if there was a strong 
wea | 


A DANGEROUS PLACE 


Sergeant P. A. Carroll, Kilkee, stated that 
the place where the articles were found was 
a dangerous place for persons to frequent at 
high tide, and it would be dangerous to go 
to the Table Rock at any: time. Since: the 
disappearance of the women the sea was at 
all times rough, and Wednesday last was the 
only day that it abated somewhat. The 
Table Rock would appear dangerous to any- 
one, but the place where the irttcles were 
found did not appear to be dangerous except 
a strong wind was blowing. It was not a 
bathing: place. : 

James Foran, Pound street, Kilkee, gave 
evidence of having, with Mr. Boyle and Mr. 
Quinn, brought the body to the pier. From 
the day the girls disappeared until that day 
it was impossible to put out m a boat. 

Messrs. Boyle and Quinn also gave evidence 
of assisting the previous witness. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and tendered deep

PROTECTION URGED 

The Coroner, in associating himself with the 
vote of sympathy, said that it was evident 
that the girle were not bathing at the time 
of the accident. They either slipped off the 
rocks, were washed off by a heavy wave, or 
one of them slipped in, and the other in 
trying to rescue her lost her life also. The 
jury by an expression of opinian might be 
able to prevent such an occurrence again. 
If they asked the Town Improvements Com- 
mittee to put up some sort of protection for 
strangers he was sure it would have the 
desired effect. 

Mr. Hickey,.a juror, said that he did not 
think anvthmg could be done, because if a 
danger notice were put up, there would have 
to -be similar notices all along the coast 
for mules. 

The foreman (Mr. Joseph Coleman) said that 
the jury would bring the matter to the notice 
of the Town Improvements Committee, and 
he was sure something would be done. | : 

Inspector O'Halloran also associated him- 
self and ‘the Civic Guards with the expression 
of sympathy. He also desired to thank the 
three brave fishermen who risked their lives 
in order to take the body from tha water, and 
to thank the general public for their response 
to his appeal for subscriptions for them and 
for the great help they had given in the 
search. While the men were out he issued 
an appeal for subscriptions and collected the 
£9 Ss. 6d. which he would now hand to the 
Coroner to apporti'n between the three men.

A bomb dropped by one of the raiding

The day was marked mainly by artillery 
duels and bombings by Japanese ‘planes, 
but the most sanguinary fighting occurred 
when Chinese and Japanese troops came 
to death grips in the area between the 
Jukong Wharf and the Far Eastern Race- 
course. The Chinese claim to have. re- 
pulsed their adversaries, but as they 
advanced into the open the Japanese war- 
ships planted a succession of shells in 
their midst, and forced the Chinese to 
retire to their original lines, 

‘The Chinese deny Japanese reports that 
the Japanese troops at Woosung and 
Yangtsepoo have succeeded in joining their 


lines. ' 
U.S. TROOPS 
Mr. Cordell Hull, the Seeretary of State, 


indicated yesterday, says a Reuter 
Washington telegram, that the United 
States does not intend to withdraw its 
troops. or naval vessels from China, so 
long as warfare continues there. 

He declared that the United States re- 
sponsibility for protecting its nationals 
lasted for the duration of any period of 
danger. Mr. Hull added that there were 
approximately 8,000 Americans still in 
China, but that they were “filtering out | 
by dezrees.’’

OBITUARY. 
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EX-SENATOR W. BARRINGTON 


The death took place at his residence, 9 
Belgrave sguare, Monkstown, County Dublin, 
yesterday, of Mr, William Barrington, who 
had reached his eightieth year, Born in 
Limerick, he was the won of the late John 
Barrington, solicitor, of that city, and. early 
evinced a keen interest in civil. engineering, 
in which profession he was afterwards & 


at the Institute of Civil Engineering in West- 
minster, and was attached to the Surveying 
Service of the Hydrographic Office of the 
Admiralty in, Whitehall, He was the author 
of a paper published in the minutes of the 
International Engineering Congress. He was 
largely identified with schemes of. tidal 
reclamation, arterial drainage and river drain- 
ing works, and also with railway develop- 
ment. In this latter connection he was 
responsible for the construction of many of 
the light railways in Ireland built by the 
British - Government under the Chief 
Secretaryship of Mr. Arthur J. Balfour., He 
was also the managing director of the 
Fergus Ganlainbtion the Tatgest tidal reclama- 
tion scheme executed in Great Britain within 
the last half-century. When the Free State 
Senate was established after the Treaty of 
1921 he was one of the thirty members 
elected by the Dail on 6th December, 1922, to 
make up, with the thirty nominated members 
the SES State Senate. He was one of 
those elected for a term of nine years, 
and in the subsequent meetings of the 
Senate he to»k a keen interest: in many 
subjects, principally in discussions on 
arterial. drainage, on which he was such 
an authority. He was also keenly interested 
in the debates on hydro-electric schemes. 
At the trieniial election ‘of 1931 for the 
Senate he failed to secure re-election. He 
married in 1893 Marie I. B. Howard, widow 
of H. Howard, daughter of the late Louis 
Dagron, of New York and Staten Island. 
He was a member of the United Service 
Club, Dublin, of the Royal St. George 
Yacht Club, Dun Laoghaire, of the County 
Club, Limerick, and of the Constitutional 
Club, London,

The championship ug to vesterday had been 
rather a quiet, easy-going affair, but Mahon 
and Mckinna put a bit of life into it. Tt 
was the one thrilling match of the four days. 
The defeat of the holder by Gill was but 
another of the, many surprises that featured 
the play during the week, and when Gill went 
all the international players who had been 
at fertmarnock had gone, as in the fifth 
round Henry Howell had been beaten by 
Fitzsimmons. The strain had told its tale 
on the more prominent competitors, and in 
the final are two who are comparatively 
fresh, although yesterday McKinna had to 
play forty-one holes in his two matches. 


THE SEMI-FINALS 


The first of the semi-finals—that between 
Gill and Fitzsimmons—was a most disap- 
pointing match, inasmuch as it finished at 
the fourteenth green, In the morning Gill, 
usually a most dependable player with the 
wood, went off his driving, and for the 
second nine holes favoured the. brassey,.

JAPANESE PREMIER'S 


STATEMENT 
decree pte 
TUKIO, Thursday. 


Following a meeting of members of the 
Government. the Olympic Games Organising 
Committee and the Japanese Amateur 
Athletic Association Prince Konoye, the 
Japanese Prime Minister, stated that he did 
not consider it opportune to express a view 
regarding the adyisability or otherwise of 
holding the Olympic Games of 1940 in Tokio, 
The Government intended to watch develop- 
ments in the situation. . 

It had been thought that Japan might 
waive her claim to holding the Games on 
account of the Sino-Japanese hostilities. At 
the meeting it was made clear that the 
Government had never decided to abandon 
preparations for the 1940 Games, and also 
that the Prime Minister had been approached 
to increase the subsidy for the Games, Pre- 
parations for the Games will go on.

HOPES TO STAGE GAMES IF 


JAPAN DECLINES 
HELSINSKI1, Thursday. 


Finland is hoping that the honour of 
staging the 1940 Games, snatched from them 
by a narrow voting majority will, after all, 
fall to them if Japan is unable to hold them. 
In the opinion of Mr. Urho Kekkonen, 
Minister for Home Affairs and President of 
the Finnish Amateur Athletic Union, there 
can be no possible doubt of Finland’s right 
to the 1940 Games in the event of Japan 
dropping out. 

The general pinion is that, should Japan 
decide not to hold the Games, a special 
meeting of the International Olympic Com- 
mittee would have to be held. he next 
ordinary. meeting of the committee is 
scheduled tc take place at Cairo next year. 
“ 4 definite decision must be made at once,’ 
he says, “or, at any rate, not later than the 
end of the current year Much valuable time 
has already been lost.” 

The Secretary of the Swedish Olympic 
Committee, Mr, Tor Wibom, considers that, 
in the event of Japan’s withdrawal, the 
Olympic Games, both winter and summer 

be immediately offered to Fin- 
land or cancelled altogether.

It was still anyone’s race, for Rowell began 
to go faster and got within ome second of 
McEwan’s lap record.. Another lap at con- 
siderably less speed would have won the 
Manxman the race, but his clutch gave trouble 
on the last circuit and he was passed by Bills 
to be deprived of second place by 17 seconds 
and to finish 84 seconds behind the winner. 

Despite the reduction of the field by falls 
and mechanical trouble 31 of the 53 starters 
finished within the limit of time, and 13 of 
them won replicas of the trophy, These in- 
clude Martin. of the Belfast and District Club, 
who fimished twelfth.
